FOURTEEN SUFFERED 


lujurlei In a Fir* ID the Colulold Work*. 


Lou Placed at •100.0OO. 


New York, Sept. 5.—The fire which 


broke out in the converting department 
of the N^uark celluloid works at New 
ark, N. J , shortly before midnight 
burned until 5 o'clock this morning. It 
was under control at 2 o'clock, but it was 
three hou^s latrr before the flames were 
entirely extinguished. 


Twnty-flve buildings were more or 


le»s burned. Mostly all were of frame, 
and ranged from two to four stories In 
height. Fourteen people, residents of the 
houses, were burned about the face and 
arms -while escaping from the flre. They 
were distributed between St. Michaels, 
the German and St. Barnabas hospitals 
(or treatment. 


The loss to the buildings is placed at 


$100,000, while the damage to the occu- 
pants of the hous«s is given at JaO.OOO 
more. The buildings burned were in the 
square block bounded by West Scott, 
Darcy, Magazine and East Ferry streets. 
Mostly all the residents of the burned 
houses were employes of the celluloid 
works.

portion of the field and past where in 
the preceding years it had been allowed 
to stop. The ditch is three-fifths of a 
mile long, and if it were not for the 
water power rights it might be enlarged 
and extended 15 miles along the north- 
west side, of the valley, watering farms 
all the way. 


Where the water ia cold iu summer, 


as, for instance, spiing water or snow 
water from mountains, the irrigating 
ditch should be made wide and shallow 
and hav" a very slight grade, HO that 
the water may become warm before go 
ing on the fields. I may be flooding the. 
ground t'>o much for die real good of 
the gras1-, but I am getting better crops 
all the tune from the enrichment of the 
ground. 


In New Jersey u farmer has a right 


to use w.iter from a stream, but must 
turn it back into the stream before it 
passes' a water power. 


The above, is my experience in irrigat- 


ing grasi land, but in ever so many in- 
stances ditches can be taken out by the 
individual or several farmers, tbe water 
being u.-cd but little during a wet sea- 
son, but during a dry one extensively 
nsed, thereby getting large crops, or at 
any rate average ones, when, owing to 
the failure or partial failure of the 
props of those who do not irrigate, 
prices are high. 


Drying Wheat For fall Seeding. 


After every damp harvest, as the 


present has been in most localities, the 
grain goes into the barn with its straw 
not so thoroughly dried out as it should 
be. There is a) so considerable dampness 
in the grain itself, aud this will prob- 
ably cause beatiug of the grain in the 
mow. With spring grain this does not 
matter much, for the grain will be 
pretty sure to dry out when freezing 
cold weather comes. But whenever 
winter grain is grown, the seed for next 
harvest has to be selected from the pres- 
ent year's cropland this often means 
the premature thrashing of tbe winter 
grain and using it while still damp as 
seed. To this fact is probably to be at- 
tributed the common belief among farm- 
ers tbat old wheat and rye are better 
for seed than new. In the old grain the 
freezing of winter and the subsequent 
thawing has made the seed nearly 
wholly free of moisture. 


Entertaining this view of the matter, 


The American Cultivator expresses the 
belief (hat it is far better to thoroughly 
dry the seed even, by artificial means. 
"We have over and over again dried, 
seed grain in fruit evaporators inch 
are used for drying apples, and always 
with the best results in a large proper 
tion grown of the seed that was sown, 
We believe that it is best to dry all

One of the most elaborate 6f 
these decorations was prepared during 
last winter, the work giving employ- 
ment to 400 men. A striking feature In 
this was a respresentatlons of Admiral 
De Ruyter's old flagship. "The Peace." 
All the houses surrounding the Dam- 
platz were literally covered wtth gay 
draperies and natural flowers, which 
extended from the ground to the roof. 


The queen arrived at 2 o'clock and 


was enthusiastically received. After the 
burgomaster had delivered a speech of 
welcome the queen drove to the Dam- 
platz. Uniformed guards lined the en- 
tire route and kept back the throngs. 
The crowds In the streets, at the win- 
dows and on the roofs formed a scene 
of the wildest enthusiasm, everybody 
shouting or singing. The palace, In sharp 
contrast to the otherwise brilliant scene, 
stood bare, gray and undecorated In the 
center of the Damplatz. The space In 
front of the palace was occupied by a 
force of halberdier* and musketeers at- 
tired in the 17th century costume of the 
restoration.

A large party of visitois from Hnver- 


hill and Lawrence arrived at the yard 
Monday and were shown about the 
camp. At the hospital, Dr. Pearson, in 
chaige, said m regard to the condition 
of his charges, that all were getting 
on finely, with only about Jour or five 
which were considered doubtful.
